He said he learned 
that for the first time fentanyl was found in 
marijuana. He said the first death from this 
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was in Connecticut and most of this is on the 
East Coast. He is a critic of the city’s new 
marijuana business. 

Also at Monday’s council meeting, it was 
noted that the podium that used to be near 
the council table was missing and had been 
for some time. No one seemed to know 
where it was. People used to stand at the 
podium to address the council. Architects 
and consultants and others would give 
presentations and reports, etc. 

The missing podium was discussed on 
Monday because the auditor was about to 
give the annual report. But, since he was 
giving it virtually and he was on the laptop 
on the clerk’s table, the podium didn’t 
matter this time. 

According to what I recall, it was there 
before COVID shut down meetings in 
person and then we were all coming to 
meetings virtually. When we were able to 
return to in-person meetings, the podium 
was gone. Does anyone know where it is? 

The Belleville Area District Library was 
closed for two days last week because of 
the snowstorm, which was very unusual. I 
believe the City of Belleville was the only 
municipal office open throughout the week 
without closing at all. 

Belleville Central Business Community 
president Bill Wolters said that at the 
last CBC meeting they spent a lot of time 
discussing how to expand the Farmer’s

Market, since those signed up for booths 
have filled it up. 

Belleville City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson said some of the money 
saved by the city in the last budget year 
should be used to do something about the 
rest rooms in the parks, especially the one 
next to the Veterans Monument in Horizon 
Park. He said they should be heated so they 
can be used in winter. SA 

Councilwoman 
Kelly Bates said those 
restrooms should be 
divided off and not 
open the way they are 
now.

Now the remaining veterans are allowed 
to receive health care from the VA for 
radiation-related conditions since 1996.

COVID-19 deaths 
in 48111 at 111, 
positive tests up to 8,633 


The number of people who have died 
from COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code 
crept up from 109 last week to 111 as of 
Monday, Feb. 7, according to figures from 
the Wayne County Health Department. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 8,633 on Monday, Feb. 7, up from 
8,464 on Monday, Jan. 31. 

On Monday, Feb. 7, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 5,887 positive cases, 
76 deaths; City of Belleville, 1,001 positive 
cases, 10 deaths; and Sumpter Township 
1,745 positive cases, 25 deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had 17 
total positive cases on Jan. 31 and Feb. 
1 and then school was closed because of 
the weather for the other three days. This 
makes a total of 518 positive cases posted 
since the beginning of the school year.

We as parents need to get more involved 
and ask our children what measures they 
are implementing in the schools, even 
those they feel are inconsequential. For 
if this keeps up there will be no freedom 
in schools or no freedom anywhere in the 
United States of America.

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Belleville refunds $308,080.10 to school district for overcharges

The Belleville City Council approved 
paying $308,080.10 to the Van Buren 
Public Schools as reimbursement for 


overcharges on its water bills from 2016 to 
2020. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
council, City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said that last April it came to 


his attention that from 2016 to 2020 the 
formula was wrong on the software and the 
school was being charged too much. 

He said he took a “deep dive” to find out 
what was wrong. He tried to determine if it 
was an internal error by an employee with 
something not being entered right or if the 
error was by that company that supplied 
the software. 

He said that company no longer is a

service provider and has sold its business. 

“We did a solid analysis,” Robinson 
said, adding, “The school system was very 
patient.” 

He said the city’s accountant said “to pay 
the money back at this time and be done 
with it.” 

The money was paid from the Water/ 
DPW department. 

At the beginning of the meeting, an 
auditor from Alan C. Young & Associates 
virtually presented the annual financial 
audit of the general fund for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2021. 

He gave the city an unmodified opinion, 
which he called “the gold standard,” or the 
top rating. He said they had no deficiencies, 
sound finances, and a totally clean audit 
report. 

The revenue went up 13% from 
$2,415,867 in 2020 to $2,734,410 in 2021. 
The total fund balance grew from 
$1,641,205 in 2020 to $1,958,009 in 2021. 

He said the Sanitation Fund (trash pickup) 
became problematic because not enough 
was coming in to pay the contract and the 
city lost $42,000 and that fund balance 
now was down to $59,000. 

“You don’t like to raise rates, but the 
general fund could have to start paying for 
this,” he said. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved Girl Scout Cookie booths 
for noon to 6 p.m. on Feb. 19, March 5 
and 6 and April 3 at Fourth Street Square 
and Feb. 20 and April 10 for drive-up 
sales at Victory Park.

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VBT board approves intersection study at Belleville/Tyler roads

“It’s long overdue,” said Van Buren 
Township Trustee Kevin Martin, noting 
he’s been working for four years to get left- 
turn arrows at the Belleville Road / Tyler 
Road intersection. 

His comments came at the Feb. 1 meeting 
of the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees after the board voted unanimously 
to approve a $6,500 traffic study to see 
if left-turn arrows are needed. Trustees 
Sherry Frazier and Reggie Miller were 


absent and excused. 

Trustee Martin said he had been involved 
in an accident at that intersection and he 
has reported the many “near misses” he 
has witnessed. He also said he has seen car 
parts lying around that intersection from 
accidents. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said she sees they 
will be doing the study virtually and with 
aerial pictures and she wonders if it will 
include looking in the odd twist in the road. 

“That’s what makes the problems at that 
intersection,” she said.

In a memo to the board Lawrence Luckett, 
director of public service, explained the 
traffic signal at that intersection currently 
operates under a two-phase (no signalized 
left turn) condition. 

“The analysis will be conducted due to 
safety concerns expressed by the township 
and the proposed traffic study will analyze 
the need to adding a left-turn phasing signal 
to all four approaches of the identified 
intersection,” Director Luckett wrote. 

He said the analysis will evaluate traffic 
volumes, crash patterns, vehicle delays, 
and sight distance and determine if the 
left-turn phasing signal would provide safe 
and efficient operations at the intersection, 
as well as what type of signal should be 
installed, if warranted. 

Luckett said the study will be completed 
according to the guidelines and practices 
specified in Michigan Department of 
Transportation’s “Electronic Traffic 


Control Device Guidelines” and the results 
will be turned over to Wayne County who 
will decide and, “Hopefully, they will fund 
it.”

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Trustee Donald Boynton asked if the 
township might be able to get money from 
the U.S. government for this. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said that 
federal money goes through the state of 
Michigan and hopefully will come to the 
local communities for traffic safety, as a 
lump sum. 

The Left-Turn Phasing Analysis will be 
performed by the township’s consulting 
engineers, Fishbeck of Grand Rapids. The 
report presented to the board was signed 
by Kyle Reidsma, senior traffic engineer / 
project manager.

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Supervisor McNamara read a proclamation 
praising the Belleville High School Football 
Team, which won the 2021 Division I State 
Championship. The proclamation also 
praised quarterback Bryce Underwood 
who was named MaxPreps national 
Freshman Player of the Year. 

At the end of the proclamation, the 
board of trustees officially declared Nov. 
27 — the day of their championship game 
-- as “Belleville Tigers Day in Van Buren 
Township.” 

Supervisor McNamara said this is the 
first time the township has named a day to 
mark anything. 

The framed proclamation said the team 
had 65 players, one head coach Jermain 
Crowell, and 17 assistant coaches. 

McNamara said to build a premier 
community, Van Buren Township needs 
the school district with an exceptional 
program and schools, and the district has 
come a long way in the last five to seven 
years. 

He named several programs at the school, 
praising them all, but saving the largest 
praise for the football champions. 

Treasurer Budd said her late husband Bill 
was on the 1959-60 Belleville High School 
football team and it was good but didn’t 
win the championship. Now, she said, her 
grandson, Luke, is on the championship 
team. 

Clerk Leon Wright said he’s been in the

rented this vehicle from U-Haul through 
Pro Hardware. 

“The vehicle was not returned per the 
rental agreement so our department took 
the Stolen Vehicle (failed to return a rented 
vehicle) report,” Chief Robinson said. 

“Washtenaw County had reports of a 
vehicle matching this vehicle description 
being involved in retail frauds at gas 
stations,” he said. “Washtenaw County 
stopped this vehicle for a traffic violation 
and the individual arraigned was driving 
the vehicle. 


“When they checked the vehicle 
information they found that the vehicle 
was in the law enforcement data base as 
stolen (failed to return a rented vehicle) out 
of our jurisdiction.
